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CURFEW LAW 
AT CARACAS, 
IN VENEZUELA 


Caracas, Venezuela (5>) — , A 


dusk-to-dawn curfew was in ef- 
fect in Caracas today and gov- 
ernment troops were ordered to 
fire on anyone disturbing 
the 


peace, after an outbreak "of rioting 
and shooting during a _ general 
strike. 


Reports reaching 
Washington 


said 20 persons were killed and 100 
injured in street fighting in a 
workers' area of Caracas yester- 
day. They said 1,000 persons were 
arrested after the clash. 
Strict 


censorship prevailed. 


The U. S. State Department 


said there were no reports of any 
Americans being injured or Amer- 
ican property' damaged. Ab'out 40,- 
000 Americans live in Venezuela 
and U. S. investments there total 
about three billion dollars. 


The strike was called by under- 


ground opponents of 
President 


Marcos Perez Jimenez, jwho three 


a short-lived 
weeks ago survived 
-revolt by the Air Force and some 
Army units. 
Since then Caracas 


has been in a continual state of 
tension. 


The Interior Ministry claimed 


; the people had not responded to 


( the general strike call. In a na- 
tionwide broadcast the ministry 
conceded there had been "disor- 
ders and offenses" in Caracas and 
disturbances in Los Teques, Val- 
encia and Pueblo Nuevo but said 
the rest of the nation was normal. 


Business in downtown Cara- 


cas began closing about noon and 
crowds gathered in the city's 
mam square. Heavily armed po- 
lice used tear gas to clear the 
square -after the crowds taunted 
them with antigovc > nment slogans 
and stoned buses. 


A 6 p. m. to 5 a. m. curfew was 


placed on metropolitan Caracas. 
Military units patrolling the cap- 
ital "have orders to fire on any 
element that tries to hurt prop- 
erty or persons in any way," the 
government broadcast said.

as meeting the "basic requirements" he would expect of the next gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania. 


Leader in a statement last night said also that Lt. Gov. Roy E. 


Furman did not meet those basic requirements. 


But the governor continued to withhold a definite statement on 


whether he would run for the U. S. Senate. He said his decision would 
depend to some extent on who is A • 
the Democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor. , 


On the Republican side, William 


S. Livengood, Jr., of Samerset 
County, former secretary of inter- 
nal affairs, formally 
announced i 


his candidacy for his party's gub- 
ernatorial nomination in a tele- 
vised address yesterday from Phil- 
adelphia- (WCAU-T-V). He plans 
similar telecasts around the state ' 
in the next few days. 


Leader issued a statement which 


stopped short of an actual endorse- 
ment of the Philadelphia mayor as 
his successor, while keeping mum 
on his own intentions of seeking 
a U. S. Senate seat. 


Dilworth, meanwhile, was busy 


answering criticism from

circles over his recent statement 
that it was a. mistake for him. to 
enter into the proceedings leading 
to Gov.

President Sending 
Secretary Dulles 
To the Middle East 


.Washington, (JP~)—President Ei- 


senhower dispatched Secretary of 
State Dulles to the Middle East to- 
day with a declaration of "deep 
concern" for the security of Com- 
munist-threatened countries in the 
area. 


Eisenhower made a new pledge 


of "unwavering support" for the 
defense principles of the Baghdad 
Pact. 


Dulles conferred with the Presi- 


dent for 30 minutes some two 
hours in advance of his scheduled 
departure for the Middle East. 


Dulles will attend a meeting of 


the five-power Baghdad Pact at 
Ankara, Turkey, next week. He 
will be an observer there, and not 
an official participant. The Unit- 
ed States is not a member. 


In a statement on his talk with 


Eisenhower Dulles said

TREASURER SATISFIED 


Warren County Treasurer Robert L. Ritchie yes- 


terday expressed his satisfaction in Judge Alexander 
C. Flick, Jr.'s percentage choice for his 1957 salary. 
Most others uho have read Judge Flick's order in 
granting the one and one-quarter percent on expen- 
ditures and receipts, seemed to feel also that the jur- 
ist has been completely fair. The auditors had asked 
for that particular percentage, and the commissioners 
had preferred the same, but it took a carefully con- 
sidered review of legal precedent and plain common 
sense to decide between the relatively minor side is- 
sues which separated the two states of mind. 


Judge Flick made full notice in his opinion that 


there had been no complaint about operation of the 
Treasurer's office. But he did take cognizance of the 
immense responsibility for exactness and reliability 
in treasury office figures before granting a percentage 
allotment with which commissioners had disagreed. 


Though Judge Flick noted specifically that the 


Commissioners' intent to set (in effect) a ceiling on 
the percentage was neither '"fair" nor "]ust", he did 
observe that the commissioners appeared to be trying 
to do their job the best way they could. 


However, the judge did not set the percentage 


amount for the remainder of Treasurer Ritchie's term, 
which runs until 1960. Stating that setting the per- 
centage for even one term was a "responsibility keen- 
ly felt", Judge Flick noted that times may change in 
the county's fiduciary climate and stated the actual 
year-to-year percentage was in the purview of three 
commissioners, three auditors and one treasurer. 


SALK VACCINE PROBLEM 


All the evidence mustered to date indicates that 


the Salk polio vaccine is a'smashing success. It has 
sharply reduced polio rates in the United States. How 
baffling to learn, then, that millions of Americans are 
not taking advantage of the vaccine's protection. 


Because of what the Health News Institute des- 


cribes as an apathetic public attitude, manufacturers 
of the vaccine may have to destroy hundreds of thous- 
ands of doses which have become outdated. The 
makers gear their output to meet demand on a year- 
round basis. 


Most astonishing is the news from the National 


Foundation for Infantile Paralysis that there are still 
some 16 million youngsters under 20 who have not 
had any Salk shots. In the age brackets under 40, 
the total without vaccination is about 45 million 
people. 


According to Chet Shaw, the Institute's executive 


vice president, the age group under 20 accounts for 
about three fourths of all the polio cases in the nation. 


If any large proportion of these are to be protected 


at the height of the 1958 polio season next August 
and September, they need to begin taking the series 
of three shots right now. Eight months' time is re- 
quired for the full sequence to run. 


This puzzling situation, with vast quantities of vac- 


cine growing stale while many millions still need it 
but won't act to get it, makes a mockery out of the 
frenzy over polio shcm n by so many before the vac- 
cine was discovered. 


When Dr. Salk de\ eloped his \accine, he answered 


those frantic cries and justified the spending of much 
money. No one with good sense would want his great 
achievement to be \\asted, even in part.

Missile Age Puts Mark on 
Ike's 'New Republicanism7

W/ASHINGTON—(NEA) — Marked changes in the Eisenhower 


philosophy of government can bo detected in the administra- 


tion's new budget. 


There is practically no new idea in the budget message that can 


be labeled what used to be called "new Republicanism.'" 


As a matter of fact, the 1959 Eisenhower program veers in the 


other direction. It cuts back on a number of liberal social welfare 
programs previously recommended. 


A typical example is the postponed heslth insurance program 


for .government employes. It would have cost 65 million dollars^ 
the first year. 


The President would also defer action on grants for training 


teachers of mentally retarded children, child welfare and juvenile 
delinquency aid -to the states. Savings from these cutbacks aie 
estimated at 10 million dollars the first >0ar, 20 million dollais 
annually by 1962.

A PROPOSED CHANGE m the formula for computing public 


assistance grants to the states would save the federal government 
250 million dollars a year b> 1905 


Hill-Burton Act hospital constiuction funds would be cut back 


40 to 50 million dollars n year, if approved by Congress. 


All such proposed changes are of course a reflection of the new

Sixty-one proposals for new legislation are mentioned in the 


President's 1959 budget message 
With 34 requests carried over 


from earlier messages, it brings the President's legislative budget 
up to 95 specific subjects for congressional consideration 


The new items deal almost entirely with immediate crises. 
Most important proposal in the national security category is the 


plan—still in preparation—to reorganize Department of Defense. 
Along with jt, the President wants authontv to transfer up to two 
billion dollars a year, from one service to another. 


THE PRESIDENT'S 1959 program still has the strong interna- 


tionalist flavor of previous years. Mr. Eisenhower asks 3 9 billion 
dollars for foreign aid and expansion of Export-Import Bank lend- 
ing authority by two billion dollars.
